Inspector Returns From 


Maui and Hawaii. 


Manchurlans Satisfied-Cause of 


Desertions-Chinese Now Co- 


Ing Into Coffee. 


Wray Taylor, 
-who went forth ten 


•days ago on a tour of inspection for 
the Bureau of Immigration, has re- 
turned from Maui and Hawaii and -will 
in a few days make a formal report 
Mr. Taylor first called at Walluku, 
•where the recently arrived Manchur- 
ians have been giving trouble. A com- 
plete account of this affair has been 
given by the Advertiser. After work- 
tog one day on the road the men all 
asked tha"t they be allowed to return 
to the cane fields and they were taken 
back at once to fill their contracts. 
Everything was explained to them In 
their own language by the interpreter 
-who accompanied Mr. Taylor. When 
the Manchurlans came to >know the 
actual facts they were well satisfied. 
They have made the promise that they 
will give no further trouble. 


At Sprecikelsville, Mr. Taylor inves- 


tigated to learn the cause of so many 
desertions from the Chinese compa- 
nies. All the difficulty that exists is 
amongst the Chinese themselves and 
the bottom facts are still lacking 
Spreckelsville will turn out over 15,000 
tons of sugar this campaign. 


On Hawaii, Mr. Taylor visited no 


less than eight plantations and says 
that the cane was looking well every- 
where. Both Japanese and Chinese on 
Hawaii have been de<wdng contract 
plantation service to go to the Olaa, 
Puna and other coffee fields This is 
a simple matter. The coffee planters 
pay about |2.50 a month more for 
wages than is called for in the planta- 
tion contracts. After each pay day s 
number of men disappear 
from 
the 


sngar estates. At the next meeting of 
the Board of Immigration some course 
of action will be determined upon. The 
deserters are liable to arrest and pros- 
ecution by the Government Just what 
will be -done cannot be said till the 
report is fully considered. 


The number of Chinese in the coffee 


districts is now increasing rapidly. 
For a long time the Chinese have stood 
back from coffee, leaving it to the 
Americans, Portuguese and Japanese 
Now the Chinese are keen to either 
work for wages on shares or inde- 
pendently in the coffee fields

House Sill 89, relating to Wailufcu 


•water works, was taken up and re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee to 
gether with the majority and minor 
ity reports. The committee mad 
promise to report today. 
The same amendment as that intro- 


duced in the (Nuuanu road item tha 
fifty per cent labor shall toe Hawaiians 
Americana or Europeans was intro 
duced to apply to all Government con 
tracts. 


{Minister Damon introduced the fol 


lowing amendment: "The minimum 
wage in all contracts where labor i 
employed under this act shall foe no 
less than one dollar per day." This 
he explained was calculated to do awa; 
with any appearance of discrimination. 
By following out such a plan there 
could <be no combination formed fo 
the demand for more wages. Work 
would thus foe blocked. The system 
proposed was carried out with grea 
success in England -where labor rule 
the day. 


(Rep. 
Achi spoke against such an 


amendment. 
"What about the coffee 
plantations. 
They would certainly 


have to go to the wall. If the Govern 
ment was to ipay a dollar a day fo 
work, labor at a cheaper rate could 
not "be obtained on the coffee planta 
tions. If the (Minister Insisted on the 
amendment made toy Mm he should no 
blame tbe members 1st, in place of iv 
ing a miJllon dollars for internal Son 
provements, they should -vote a mil 


--lion and a half to insure the carrying 


out of the worik (proposed. 


Rep. Loebenstein objected to the 


statement made Ijy Rep. Richards tha 
native Hawailans would not work, un- 
less it be spasmodically and also that 
they would only work, along by the 
water. Certainly there were shiftless 
Hawaiians who did not care a/bout 
working 'but there was a great number 
looking daily for worik, 


iRep. Pogue explained the hardships 


that would result in the country dis- 
tricts. Supposing there did not hap- 
pen to be enough Hawaiians, Euro- 
peans or Americans to constitute fifty 
per cent of the labor. What was to be 
done. A native, a Portuguese or any 
one else would not go to another isl- 
and to work on a contract unless it 
happened to be in a chain gang. 


The amendment of the (Minister of 


Finance did not recieve a single vote. 
The amendment of Hep Loebenstein 
passed toy a vote of 7 to 2. 


The Loan Act then passed second 


reading unanimously. 


Under suspension of rules Rep. Kaeo 


presented

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Representative Loebenstein read for 


Representative Robertson, the minor 
ity report on the Wallultu water works 
'bill, as follows: 
"I ibelieve that the towns of Wailu 
ku and Eahulut should tbe supplier 
with proper water ;wor.fce system* and 
that tie Government should inaugu- 
rate and maintain them. There are 
no doubt, other places that will re- 
quire water works also in the near fu- 
ture. My objections to the bill in Its 
present form are that is applies only 
to Wailuku and its provisions as to de- 
tails are not as precise and complete 
as they ought to be. Act 45 of the 
Session Laws of 1896 provides 
full 


and ample provision for the condem- 
nation of the property toy the Govern- 
ment under the nght of eminent do- 
main. A slight amendment to Section 
3 of said act, by inserting the words, 
'water, water rights and easements,' 
will render that act quite toroad enough 
to cover the establishment of water 
works, mcludlog reservoirs, ditches, 
flumes, pipe lines and water. 


It will Ibe better legislation to pro- 


vide for this matter toy amendment to 
the general law, than by special act 
I therefore submit a substitute bill, 


which I recommend pass." 


The report was laid on the table to 


be considered with the bill. 


The Opium Bill was "brought up on 


the rrder o ihe day and Minister Da- 
mon asked that further consideration 
be postponed as there was tout a small 
number of the members present 


Representative Loebenstein objected 
o this. The bill was a vicious one.

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SUPPOBTIKG THE GOVERNMENT. 


' The members of the 
Legislature 


would find much profit in reading the 
article of Mr. Sidney Low, late editor 
of the St. James' Gazette on "The Eng- 
lish Governing Oligarchy." 


He states that which has so often 


been stated before, that the people 
role in England, that the Government 
la much more directly responsible to 
the people in England than it is in the 
United States, 
He even states that 


It is difficult to see what further ex- 
tensions of the rule of the multitude 
could be made in England. And yet, 
JbB says, "the multitude does not rule." 


"The Cabinet, is the keystone of the 


English Government as administered 
today." The Cabinet may be turned 
out at a moment's notice. And yet the 
Cabinet rules, so long as it remains 
la office. 


Without entering into the history of 


tne causes for this perhaps singular 
situation, it may be stated generally 
that it is the result of the experience 
and common sense of the British na- 
tion. With vast schemes of commer- 
cial expansion on hand, together with 
schemes of conquest as incident to it, 
It was found necessary, that the Gov- 
ernment should have "a head on it," 
that the Cabinet should rule, or, if it 
<fid not command the confidence of the 
people, that another Cabinet should 
take its place, and rule. 


A Government in office makes its 


estimates of expenses and disburse- 
ments, and the party behind it says: 
"You are now running the administra- 
tion. Do as you think best. Take your 
own course. We do not hamper you 
or kill your energies. If you wish to 
spend money you must raise it. We 
stand off and let you do your best." 
H the people finally concludes that the 
Government is not doing the best 
thing, it votes want of confidence, and 
& new set of men take office. 


Under our Hawaiian system, as it 


stands at present, there is no such or- 
ganization for practical work. 
If 


there were, a party, behind the Govern- 
ment, in the Legislature it would say 
to it, "Spend money as you choose to 


It. You know just how much 


you can raise by taxation, without 
making trouble. We do not hamper 
yon until we have lost confidence in 
yon."

power should leave these matters to 
the Government, as the best method 
of securing effective administration, 
and only interfere when it no longer 
tea confidence in the Government. 


In the management of a lafge plan- 


tation, the stockholders and directors 
leave the administration largely to the 
discretion of one or two men. 
The 


stockholders do not hold meetings, and 
administer details. 
When the man- 


agement is bad, it Is simply changed 
This procedure IB the result of expert 
ence. 


If this course were followed by the 


present Legislature the disagreement 
over the appropriation bill would no 
take place. The Government would be 
trusted. 


A reply to this view of the case is 


"it is not the American way." 


It is not. The American way, owing 


to the youth of its democracy, was to 
annex Alaska over twenty years ago 
and then neglect ever since to give i 
a Just territorial form of government 
There may be advantages in this the- 
ory of government It has also, many 
disadvantages. Speaker Reed showed 
as one of the disadvantages.

RED CROSS HISTORY. 


There a.ppears in another column a 


brief history of the origin of the Red 
Iross Society. The children especially 
should foe made to understand it. Its 
origin and growth is one of the great 
events of the nineteenth century. The 
vague desire 
to aid the sick and 


wounded 
appearing 
spasmodically 


hrough the centuries, crystalized in- 
o a living force only dn the middle 
period of this century. 


It was not the universities, nor the 


platforms, nor the churches that paint- 
ed the way to the sites upon which 
his Red Cross is planted. "No creed, 
no nation, no sex" was a sentiment 
which was strange to men, and was the 
perilous rationalism of the new think- 
ng. .Even the Bible itself, with its 
jrand aspirations for the common good 
of all had not arrested men's atten- 
tion. The Spectre of (Death, standing 
on the battle field and pointing his 
bony finger at the mutilated and the 
dying, fixed the gaze of men and 


in the great dbject lesson which 


Doctrines were, powerless- to teach. 


So it is, that not out of moral teach- 


ing, but out of carnage, and destruc- 
tion, and boundless suffering comes 
the advance of the race. War called 
the Red Cross into being. Its jurisdic- 
tion of mercy was confined at first to 
the victims of bullet and shot and 
shell. It now extends its jurisdiction 
beyond and stays the hand of Famine. 
The German .proverb says "generosity 
is for men, humanity 
for 
women.1 


While the charge of the churches is in 
the hands of men, this new and broad 
Church of Humanity, in which today 
sixty-two nations of the earth humbly 
kneel together, is placed by some Di 
vine decree in the hands of women 
and not of men. The rights and priv 
ileges of the true womanhood are a 
last vindicated.

Some of the American papers com- 


ment severely upon those men in Con- 
gress, who still oppose annexation. 
The New York Tribune expresses the 
riews of the Advertiser In this matter. 
t says: 


"Of course, in giving us the use of 


he Islands the Hawaiian Government 
will be breaking the law of nations. It 
will, under the rules adopted at the 
ime of the Geneva Award, be respons- 
ble to Spain for all damage to that 
country resulting from our use "of the 
slands. But that will not matter, for 
we shall have the making of terms of 
peace, and we can 
easily, 
require 


Spain to relinquish all such demands 
upon Hawaii. 
' 
* ' 


"That is the fine moral argument. 


We are to let Hawaii, for our benefit, 
break an international 
law which 


was made at our own instance, and 
hen use our strength as victor In the 
war to shield her from the penalty of 
her crime. We are to seek to win this 
war through a flagrant breach of in- 
.ernational law. 
And we are to ire- 


fuse to make peace with Spain until 
she agrees to condone international 
aw-breaklng. We are to incorporate 
n a solemn treaty a proviso that a 
nation shall not be called to account 
for law-breaking, &o long as the law- 
brepklng was done for our benefit. Wa 
are to put ourselves on record as obej*- 
ng the law of nations only when It 
pays us to do so, or when we are not 
strong enough to break. It with Im- 
punity. Truly, that is the sort of 
righteousness that exalteth a nation! 
That is the sort of morality that com- 
mends itself to those pure souls who 
ink it would be a wicked thing to do 
an act desired by the people of both 
nations." 


The question of our neutrality will 


cease, in a few days, to 
become a 


practical one. 
The law of the sword 


settles it. 


The question is now an historical 


one only. As we have said before, it 
Is such an interesting one, but 
as 


a community we have regarded Is as 
one of those affairs that involve Intri- 
cate moral and legal considerations 
which should be treated 
from 
a 


practical and not a theoretical stand 
point. 
At least some records should 


tie preserved of this interesting phase 
of our closing national life. 


REMARKABLE GUNNERY.

United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, under the1 direction of the Chief 
of the Weather Bureau, contains an 
interesting note on the climate of Ma- 
nila. Observations of rainfall have 
been made at the Observatorle Meteo- 
rologlco de ManHa for thirty-two con- 
secutive years, and of the other meteo- 
rological elements for seventeen con- 
secutive years, and have been publish- 
ed by the observatory. 


The average temperature of the year 


is given as 80 degrees Fahrenheit 
April, May and June are the hottest 
months, May with an average tempera- 
ture of 84; degrees Being- 'the ;bMfest 
of the three.

SENATE. 


One hundred-fifteenth day, June 30. 
Notification was received that the 


House had laid the opium iblll on the 
table. 


The Special Opium Committee re- 


turned the House bill removing the 
grant of hall the fines to Informers on 
conviction of opium cases with no rec- 
ommendation. 


The Rapid Transit Bill at once came 


up on the reading of the report on the 
"bill toy Senator Brown. The report 
•was signed toy Senators Brown, Bald- 
win, Lyman and Kepoikal. Senator 
(McOandless did not agree with the 
report as a whole. The report was 
adopted, which carried the bill through 
second reading. It was then referred 
to the Revision Committee with in- 
structions to have the "bill reprinted. 


The Committee on Finance brought 


tn their report on the conference with 
the (House- Committee on the salaries 
appropriation ibill. The total of the 
bill as returned by the Conference 
<konmltte 
is 
about 
?1,000 
less 
than the amount as returned from the 
(House. The report was adopted. 


The Committee on Public LanrtS as 
a Conference Committee reported on 
the current account appropriation bill. 
AH returned from the House the bill 
was some $700,000 in excess of the 
Senate total. As returned by the Con- 
ference Committe the bill is still $400,- 
000 in excess of the Senate total. The 
report was adopted. Notification was 
at once sent to the House. 
A Joint resolution was passed trans- 


ferring as absolute property 10 the 
Bishop Museum all tihe articles leaned 
(by the 'Minister of Interior to the Mus- 
eum as relics of the Monarchy, and 
all such articles now in possession of 
the Minister of the Interior. 


The nomination of H. Laws as Aud- 
itor General, was confirmed.

"We recommend that Section 5 of

The harbor 
to question constitutes" a large and val- 
uaible fishing right and we most stren- 
uously abject to its being declared a 
Government one, as Government sea 
•rights are free to all for fishing. The 
Molofcal and small schooners have 
from time to time entered this harbor 
bat only as carrying freight or pas- 
sengers for us or those under us; never 
for the general public, and in no sense 
has it ever 'been used as a public har- 
bar and landing, moreover, the Gov- 
ernment does not own a foot of ground 
within a mile of said harbor. The 
trustee and heirs of the above estate 
would 'have no objection of the Gov- 
ernment using said iarbor and put- 
ting In Improvements for shipping pur- 
poses, but we must decidedly object to 
any action that would curtail or inter- 
fere with our fishing privilege as an 
infringement of our private rights and 
contrary to the spirit of the Consti- 
tution.

Your Committee, after careful 
consideration and after having had in- 
terviews with some of our most prom- 
inent financiers, as well as with the 
Minister of Finance, believe, that this 
bill grants <oo much power to the 
Minister of Finance and the Executive 
Council. We may not always have as 
good a financier and as patriotic a 
Minister of Finance as at present To 
grant therefore practically unlimited 
power to tbe Minister and tbe Execu- 
tive Council, we do not consider would 
be wise. If. however, th« bill should 
paw, U would be necessary either to 
amend the same or to Introduce a new 
t>i)I to limit and define the powers of 
tbe Minister of Finance.

rifice of Its Members-Miss' 


Barton's Amendment. 


It Is nearly forty years 
since M. 


Henri Dunant, a native of the republic 
of Switzerland, witnessed the battle of 
Sollenno, and was a horrified observer 
of the unnecessary suffering of the 
wounded from lack of care. 
Being 


greatly Impressed by the sight, he pub- 
lished a little book called "Souvenir 
de Solferino," and pointed out the 
urgent necessity of forming a corps of 
surgeons and nurses who could work 
in the cause of humanity regardless 
of nationality, and who might be pro- 
tected by a flag of neutrality, and be 
permitted to serve on the field of bat- 
tle and aid the wounded. This little 
volume appealed to all who read it, 
and the outcome was a convention held 
at Geneva, Switzerland, in August, 
1864, 
by representatives from sixteen 


of the great nations of the world, who 
then signed a compact of strict neu- 
trality that insured, 
under 
certain 


specified regulations, a complete pro- 
tection to the members of the asso- 
ciation when caring for the wounded 
on the field of battle. The flag of 
Switzerland is heraldically described 
as "on a field gules, a cross argent," 
and Lhe society adopted it out of com- 
pliment to its birthplace, only revers- 
ing the colors. Today the insignia of 
the International Committee is the 
red cross on a white field, and is the 
only military hospital flag in the c,v- 
ihzed world which protects all persons 
from molestation who work under it 
or rightfully wear the emblem when 
performing their services. 


M. Oustav Moynier, President of the 


Society of Public Utility, was elected 
and still remains President of the In- 
ternational Committee of 
the 
Red 


Cross, the headquarters of which are 
at Geneva. Sixty-two nations 
have 


signed the compact. 
In 1882 Miss 


Clara Barton, who had already dis- 
tinguished herself by her services as 
a nurse during the civil war, was de- 
legated by the President of the United 
States to represent her country, at a 
congress of the Red Cross Committee, 
and she was made a member of the In- 
ternational Board of Managers when 
the United States Government signed 
the international treaty. It was at 
Miss <Barton's suggestion that a line of 
work was adopted toy the Internation- 
al Committee, so that each nation 
might pursue an occupation in time of 
peace that would qualify it to be of 
service in an emergency, thereby keep- 
ing its National Red Cross Association 
in an active state of organ. zation. It 
was determined that the study of dis- 
eases, methods of treatment, more par- 
ticularly without the use of alcoholic 
stimulants, and the education of doc- 
tors and nurses should be pursued. In 
the formation of the constitution of 
the American Nat.onal Red Cross As- 
sociation a still wider range of activ- 
ities was adopted. It was hoped that 
we should have no wars, but calam- 
ities and disasters were always to be 
apprehended, and the organization de- 
termined to provide for such emer- 
gencies. Other nations, seeing the use- 
fulness of what has been called the 
"American amendment." are following 
our example and adding the amend- 
ment to their constitutions, 
During 


the past seventeen years the American 
Red Cross has given aid to sufferers 
in fifteen disasters or 
famines, 
the 


Russians, Armenians and Cubans be- 
ing those who have received aid out- 
side of our own countrymen. 


But what shall be said of the un- 


professional 
women who, 
without 


training or skill, offer themselves as 
assistants to the Red Cross' It would 
seem folly to accept their services, and 
yet the officers of the society base their 
opinion on the experience gamed in 
the Franco-Prussian -war, when thp 
princesses of Prussia and women of 
all decree offered their =frvic>es to the 
Red Cross, and pro\e<] of inestimable 
assistance

. clare a Deed Null and Void. 


ANSWER OF DEFENDANTS. 


David Kawananakoa and J. Kalani- 


anaole, defendants herein, residing at 
Honolulu, Island of Oahu, iby way of 
answer to the plaintiff's ibill of com- 
plaint here, saving all right of excep- 
tion to the errors and insufficiencies 
(thereof, say: 
That they admit the allegations in 


paragraph 1 of said bill. . 
In answer to paragraph 2 of said 


Mil, defendants say that the convey- 
ance, a copy of which it attached to 
the bill of complaint, was duly exe- 
cuted by the plaintiff and defendants 
whereby the property set forth in sale 
deed was conveyed and transferred by 
the plaintiff to the defendants in con- 
sideration of certain covenants, agree 
ments and undertakings in said dee< 
contained and entered into by the de 
fendants, as in said deed fully se 
forth; 'but these defendants deny tha 
there was any other consideration 
agreement or understanding leading U] 
to the making of said deed, or any 
other consideration therefor than as 
tin said deed set forth. And defendants 
specifically deny that at the time o 
the mating of said deed, or at any oth 
er time, any understanding or agree- 
ment was entered Into between the 
plaintiff and the defendants in refer 
ence to said property or the making 
of said deed other than as appears in 
the same. 
And In answer to paragraphs 3, 4, 5 


6 and 7 of said bill, defendants say 
that plaintiff has always (been ec^nom 
leal and saving and opposed to the 
mortgaging or selMng of her property 
of any other disposition thereof, an< 
Ijaa Jj«auentiy4n«ulca<!ed. upon tfce" j 
fendaate the propriety of. following 
same course; 'but defendants say tha 
no promise was exacted from defend 
ants by plaintiff at the time of making 
said deed or in connection therewith 
that they would not execute amy mort 
gage, lease or conveyance of said prop- 
erty without first consulting or obtain 
ing the consent of plaintiff or until so 
advised by plaintiff, nor was any such 
condition imposed before executing th 
deed in question. 


In further answer to said last namec 
paragraphs of said 'bill of complaint 
defendants say that said deed was 
signed by the plaintiff in the presence 
of defendants and others, and further 
say that said deed was carefully read 
to the plaintiff by her legal adviser, 
J. M. Kaneakna, <in the presence of 
defendants and of others, and there- 
after said deed was taken iby plaintiff 
and carefully read by herself, and 
thereafter plaintiff signed the deed 
with a full knowledge and understand- 
ing of the nature and effect thereof. 


lAnd defendants further say that 


after the deed had been signed 
by 


plaintiff and defendants, Carlos A. 
Long, the Notary who tool: the ac- 
knowledgments to said deed, notwith- 
standing that said deed had been read 
to plaintiff and read by herself, 
as 


well asked her if she fully understood 
and comprehended the nature of said 
deed and stated to her that at was a 
deed by which she conveyed away all 
of her property to the defendants; that 
plaintiff thereupon stated 
that she 


understood said deed and was pre- 
pared to sign It, and thereupon the 
Notary suggested to plaintiff that she 
write her name across the face of each 
page of «aid deed as well as in the ac- 
customed place; that plaintiff asked 
why this suggestion was made and 
what effect so doing would have, and 
that thereupon her adviser, J. M. Ka- 
neakua, said to her that it would show 
more conclusively her intent to make 
this a good and valid deed, and that 
said act would contribute to make it 
a secure and binding deed, and that if 
that was her desire that ehe would 
comply with the suggestion made by 
Notary aforesaid, whereupon, plain- 
tiff acquiesced in the euggwUon and 
wrote her name across the face of each 
page of said deed 
And thereupon, 


after the signing of all of the names to 
said deed, the plaintiff referred to the 
possession of said deed and stated that 
sbe desired to be the ens tod Ian of said 
deed; that the Notary aforesaid then 
stated that 4t would be accessary for 
him to take the deed to his office to at- 
tach his notarial »ea1, and further sug- 
gested tbe necessity of having the deed 
recorded, and that thereupon said J. 
M. Kaneakua indorsed the proposition, 
and tb* plaintiff gave her express 
sanction to the record.ng of «Aid deed, 
and accordingly said Notary took lh« 
deed aforesaid and attached his ac- 
knowledgment thereto and his seal. 
And thereafter the defendant* caused 
said <teed to be duly stamped and re~ 
corded, tb« said J. M. Kaneakua fnr- 
Bj»hing the 
information as to th« 


•mount (ft otatnp duty Thereafter the 
defendants received the deed from the 
Record Office through J. F. Colburo, 
who was dmttrnrt<»d by them to receive 
the same from the Record Office. The 
teed was then delivered by the said 
J. f. CoWrom to tb« defendant David 


Cawananakoa, who in turn took the 
leed and delivered it to the said J. M. 
Kaneakna aa the attorney for the 
plaintiff, 
It being understood and 


igreed between the plaintiff and de- 
endants that she should have the cus- j 
ody of the deed, defendants consent-' 
ng thereto, knowing that Faid deed 
was an indenture signed oy all the 
parties and the .plaintiff had a certain 
allowance secured to her thereby. 
These defendants say, however, that 
he retention of the deed or 'he cus- 
ody thereof by the plaintiff waj with 
no intention whatsoever of prevent- 
ng the same front to'tvg into immed- 
ate operation and effect, nor was any 
uggestion to that effect 
made by 


plaintiff or defendants in any conver- 
sation whatever between them in ref- 
erence to the custody of the said deed, 
and on the contrary these defendants 
say that the plaintiff made it appar- 
ent in many ways before and after the 
making of said deed that it was li°r 
purpose and Intention to vest all the 
property aforesaid immediately in the 
iefendants under and by virtue of said 
leed and that the same should go into 
lull force and effect and operation at 
the hour of the execution thereof by 
the parties aforesaid in the manner 
aforesaid. 


And defendants further state that 


the plaintiff herself conceived the idea 
of making said deed and finally exe- 
cuted the same without connivance or 
instigation on the part of these de- 
fendants or either of them; that the 
defendants are the heirs at law of the 
plaintiff and have been brought up by 
her as her own children, and defend- 
ants have been glve"n to -understand 
by plaintiff that they were to inherit 
her estate, and that .plaintiff has no 
other near relatives besides the de- 
fendants that plaintiff has for some 
time past been in poor health and un- 
able really to attend personally to the 
affairs of her large estate and defend- 
ants say that the making of the deed 
at this time and 'occasion came about 
through the enfeebled health of the 
plaintiff and consciousness that she 
might not live very long, / nd to con- 
summate the purpose and intent of her 
life time that the defendants were to 
succeed wholly to her entire estate. 


And defendants further say 
that 


plaintiff had under immediate contem- 
plation the making of some instrumen 
disposing of her property to defendants 
for some months prior to the making 
of said deed and had advised ant 
consulted with defendants and others 
with reference to the best means anc 
method of carrying out her ultimate 
wishes in reference to the disposition 
of her property and that the making oJ 
the deed in question was the consum 
mation of months of consideration and 
consultation. And in this connection 
defendants say that the preamble and 
recitals in said deed embody the views 
of plaintiff and were suggested by her 
own conversations as often expresse< 
to the defendants and others. 


And in further answer to the para 
graphs aforesaid of said bill defend 
ants sa/ that the plaintiff, while sai< 
deed was at the Record Office, severa 
times made inquiry as to when the re- 
cording thereof would be complete* 
and expressly instructed the defendan' 
David Kawananakoa when said deed 
had (been obtained by him from the 
Record Office, to deliver th'e same to 
J. M. Kaneakua, her attorney afore 
said, wh,ch was accordingly done as 
Aforesaid. And these defendants say 
that said deed was recorded for the 
express purpose of making said deed o 
immediate force and effect and of pub- 
lishing the same ±o the world as an 
authoritative conveyance from plain' 
tiff to defendants, and immediately 
thereafter the defendants advertised 
in the public press In the Hawaiian 
and English languages in said Hono- 
lulu to the effect that claims agains 
the plaintiff should (be presented forth 
with to the defendants and that al 
rents accruing from the estate afore- 
said covered by the deed aforesaid be 
paid thereafter to the defendants, an< 
these defendants say that the plalntif 
was aware of said advertisements and 
approved of them. 
Furthermore, defendants say tha' 


after the execution of said deed the 
defendants from time to time executed 
and delivered new leases to tenants 
of portions of the estate aforesaid cov 
ered by said deed, and that plaintiff 
was well aware of the execution o' 
said leases, and that defendants never 
theretofore executed leases as afore- 
said, the defendant David Kawanana- 
koa having signed several leases for 
her and in her name and by her ex- 
press sanction theretofore, 
whereas 


subsequent to the making of said deec 
the said leases were executed by the 
defendants in their own names and 
as of their own right with the knowl 
edge and acquiescence of plaintiff. 


Furthermore, defendants say tha 


the plaintiff has been paid by the de- 
fendants her monthly allowance of one 
thousand dollars since said deed ant 
as provided therein and that plalntif 
has receipted for the first two months 
allowance thereof and has executed re 
ceipts therefor, receiving «nd receipt- 
ing for the same as allowance- under 
said deed. 


Furthermore, defendants allege an< 


say by way of answer to the para- 
graphs aforesaid in said bill last here- 
inbefore named, that pursuant to the 
terms of said deed they have paid anc 
discharged all outstanding Indebted- 
ness of the plaintiff other than tha' 
secured br the mortgage deed to A. S 
Wilcox, out of funds other than those 
forming a part of the estate conveyed 
to defendants as aforesaid, said obli- 
gations amounting to some five thou 
sand dollars 
And these defendants 


say that plaintiff has been made aware 
of the payment of said bills pursuant 
to the terms of said deed and thai 
plaintiff after the execution of said 
deed and by virtue of the terms there- 
of, and when 
defendants 
complied

PERMANENT SETTLEMENTS AND 


SALARIES. 


Under the provisions .of the new 


AUdjit Law all persons and officers of 
the tfovernment specifically named in 
the "Salaries and Pay Rolls Appro- 
priations" bill, and all other perma- 
nent employees of the Government re- 
ceiving regular monthly salaries, will 
be paid from the Audit Office after 
July 1st, 1898, b> Individual warrant 
on the Treasury 


To insure the completeness and 


promptness of the issuance of each 
month's salary warrants by the Audit- 
or-General, complete pay-rolls or lists 
of employees, containing name, offi- 
cial title or position, and amount of 
monthly pay of each emploj ee, will be 
required to be deposited with the 
Auditor-General by the heads of the 
several Departments, as soon as prac- 
ticable before the last day of each 
month, such pay-rolls or lists, bear- 
ing the approval of the Head of the 
Department employing such persons 


Upon the receipt of such pay-rolls 


or lists, the Auditor-General will issue 


against the Govermnenti 'I 
this may be dorfe, bill* for material, 
supplies, and incidentals will be re- 
quired to feacb the Auditing Depart- 
ment aa Boon as practicable after thd 
close of each month, through, the De- 
partment or Bureau incurring the ex- 
pense; said bills to be madb out on 
uniform bill heads which, will he fur- 
nished by the several Departments, to 
contain Items of one month only (ex- 
cept In the case of quarterly, semi- 
annual, or annual rents, subsidies 
and the like), and must specify the 
following particulars, viz: 


Marginal Dates, showing date of 


actual supply of goods; 


Quantities Supplied, 1. e. number of 


Ibs., tons, doz., etc. 


Rates Charged, so that numerical cal- 


culations can be verified. 


If material or labor Is furnished In 


accordance with contract or tender, 
the same is to be stated in the bill. 


Said bills also to be specially certi- 


fied to by the officer of the Govern- 
ment directly Incurring the expense, 
that the material, supplies, and Inci- 
dentals have been received in good 
order and condition. 


It will be the duty of the several 


Heads of the Departments and Bureaus 
to present not later than the tenth of 
each month for expenditures on the 
Island of Oahu, and not later than the 
fifteenth of each month for expendi- 
tures on the other Islands., to the 
Auditor-General a summarized state- 
ment of all bills of the previous month 
fulfilling the above conditions, to- 
gether with the bills, In budgets or 
summaries, under the titles of the 
several appropriations to^ which they 
are chargeable; each budget to con- 
tain bills of one month only, and to 
bear the approval of the Head of the 
Department Incurring the expense. 
The Auditor-General, on receipt of 
such budgets will proceed to check the 
bills contained therein, and when ap- 
proved will issue warrants in payment 
of the same; warrants will in every 
case be drawn in favor of the person 
to -whom the Government is directly 
indebted, unless such person indicates 
by endorsement on his bill some other 
person in -whose favor he desires the 
warrant to be drawn. 


CONTRACTS AiND TENDERS, 


Copies of all Contracts, Agreements, 


and Accepted Tenders for Material or 
Labor, together with a copy of the 
advertisement calling for suiii con- 
tract or tender, must be filed with 
the Auditor-General at the time of 
acceptance.
